It Will Probably Be Reported to 
the Senate on Tuesday. 



IER OP CHANGES MADE. 



The Republican Members Have Made Sug- 
gentlon* and the Democrat* Will Prob- 
ably Act on Them Favorably— The Ad- 
mlnlntratlve Part of the Bill Very Similar 
to the McKlnley Act. 
Washington, March 17. — Senators 
representing both the Democratic and 
Republican sides of the senate commit- 
tee on finance expressed the opinion at 
the close of the committee meeting yes- 
terday th it the bill would be reported to 
the senate on Tuesday next. They stated, 
however, that no agreement to this effect 
bad been entered into, but that the opin- 
ion was the result of a knowledge of the 
progress that had l*en made upon the 
bill since the full committee has been in 
possession of it. 

The entire time of the meeting, which 
continued from 10 a. m. until 8:00 p. m., 
was devoted to that entire portion relat- 
ing to the methods of collecting the rev- 
enues in both the tariff and the internal 
revenue parts of the bill, and it was an- 
nounced at the close that this part of the 
work had been practica Ty completed. 

Assistant Secretary of the Treasury 
Hamlin was again with the committee 
during the aiternoon for the purpose of 
making suggestions and answering ques- 
tions as to the operation of the various 
provisions of the bill bearing upon its 
administration by the department. 

When the Republican members of the 
committee withdrew, the Democratic 
members went into consultation upon 
the suggestions made by the Republican 
members. They hail discussed with the 
Republicans the points made by them in 
full committee, but found it necessary to 
hold a party conference before announc- 
ing a decision. 

There are some indications that sev- 
eral changes will be made in accordance 
with the opinions advanced, and one of 
the Republican members of the commit- 
tee stated that he thought that practical- 
ly all the changes sugg< sted by tliem 
would be adopted, which would, he s lid, 
leave the administrative part of the bill 
very similar to the McKinley law in this 
respect. 

The committee will now take up the 
schedules, and it is presumed will de- 
vote itself to considering suggestions 
bearing uj>on various paragraphs of the 
bill, which the members, both Demo- 
crats and Republicans may think should 
be changed. The appearances now are 
that the Democrats will have quite a 
large number of changes, which thty 
will agree upon, and these changes will 
include the transfers of a number of 
articles to the free list, which were 
made dutiable in the senate bill before 
the sugar duty had been agreed upon. 

The treasury department estimates 
makes it api>ear that the bill will give a 
larger revenue than will be needed by 
the government, which will afford the 
committee an opportunity to make a 
greater number of articles free than 
would have been possible if the sugar 
dnty had not been imposed. 

It is understood that the committee 
has under consideration a suggestion 
looking to a provision for a check ujxju 
the valuations of imports made by New 
York appraisers by amending the bill so 
as to require that all invoices shall be 
sent to the treasury department at 
W ashington. 

OXFORD-CAMBRIDGE BOAT RACE. 

The Oxford* an Kaity Winner In Twenty- 
0m Minutes. 

London, March 17.— The greatest 
event in the Knglish aquatic world -the 
race between the Oxford and Cambridge 
boat clubs— took place today in the 
presence «•£ the great crowd of j>eoi4e 
that always lines both bauks of the nver 
Thauns from liutuey bridge to "the 
Ship," at Mortlake, the points at which 
the race liegins and ends. 

When the crews appeared on the laud- 
mgs and prepared to enter their boats to 
take up their positions at the starting 
line a mightv cheer ascended that gave 
notice to tnose farther up and around 
the bend in the river that the race was 
about to begin. 

At I): 12 the pistol was tired for the 
start and both crews started well to- 
gether. Eight minutes later the Cam- 
bridge crew was pulling 42 strokes to the 
minute and the Oxfords 40. 

When the lead mills were reached Ox- 
ford hail opened a gap of a length be- 
tween themselves and the Cambridge 
crew. At 9.2."> Oxford still maintained 
the lead of a length and was gradually 
forging ahead. 

The Oxford crew passed Thomeycroft 
four lengths in the lead, but here they 
eased off their stroke a little, and when 
the Devonshire meadows were reached 
they were only three lengths ahead. 

Barms' bridge was passed at 9:20, and 
when the Oxfords passed under it, they 
were again four lengths in front. The 
finish line at Mortlake was crossed by 
the Oxfords at 0 :M. 

The unofficial time was 21 minutes. 
Cambridge did not gain on the Oxfords 
after Barnes' Bridge was passed. 

Killed by Licet l ie Cars. 

St. Louis, March 17.— Peter Johnson, 
a boy of 8 years, was run over by a 
South St. Louis electric car in front of 
his home and had both legs uud his left 
arm cut oft. He died at the city hos- 
pital. Morris Silverstein, aged 4. was 
run over by an electric car and instantly 
killed. The child's head was cut off.

BIBLES IN PUBLIC 8CHOOLS. 



KxercUe* Not Compulsory In 
Indiana. 

Indianapolis, March 17.— State Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction VcriiB 
has rendered an important decision, to 
the effect that devotional exercises can 
not be enforced in the public schools of 
the state. 

According to the provisions of the con- 
stitution, the superiutendi nt says, the 
only thing the legislature intended to 
authorize school authorities to do was to 
place a Bible in the school and learn the 
use of it to the judgment of the t .'acher. 

A rule requiring devotional exercises 
might interfere with the righta of con- 
science either of the teachers, some of 
the pupils or parents ami is not war- 
ranted. The law authorizes religious 
exercises in the schools, but does not en- 
force them.

Thomas 
Targer, son of a prominent politician of 
this city, was en route home from Col- 
orado to wed Miss Mamie Greer. He 
intended to leave the train at Milltown 
or Depauw, but after it had started from 
this place he looktsl out of the window 
and saw Miss (ireer standing on the 
platform, she being here on a visit to 
relative*. Thereupon he attempted to 
jump off, and he was thrown so violent- 
ly to the ground that he broke his collar- 
bone and shoulderblatle, an I received in- 
ternal hurts. At last accounts he was 
still unconscious. Ho is oniy 2<l years 
old. Recently he was appointed super- 
intendent of a mining company in Col- 
orado.

NO STARTLING ANNOUNCEMENT 



Prlc.eH of Com uiodltle* Are on the Whole 
the Lowest «r Which There 1* Any He. - 
ord lloom In the lion Market and Fur- 
nace* Martins Up -Encouragement 1h 
Shown In the failure Report. 

New York, March 17. — R. G. Dun & 
Company's weekly trRde review says: 
Prices of commodities are this week on the 
whole the lowest of which there is any 
record, having declined one-half i>er 
in March and averaging 1 1 .;$ per cent 
lower than a year ago, so that more 
than a third of the decrease in volume of 
all payments is duo to decline in price, 
of tilings consumed. 

Six more iron furnaces have gone into 
blast this month, in part becanse prices 
of finished produc ts are a Bhade lower, 
and further contracts have thus been se- 
cured. Pittsburg gets the lion's share, 
and has most of its works in operation, 
cheaper freights having helped this 
week:, with lower wages and coke, a id 
contracts for Mesal a ore at $2.2*). The 
Illinois st «ol works are about to resume 
iu part, having secured orders for rails, 
but at the east; rails are inactive, and de- 
liveries everywhere are the lowest for 
many years. Cheapness of material and 
lal>or stimulates the 'erection of many 
buildings, Inith east and west. 

In women's dress goods, it is judged 
from sales of wool, the business is about 
three-fourths of the usual magnitnd . 
serges being in lietter demand. B it in 
men's goods not more than a quarter of 
the usual orders tor fall trade have yet 
been received. The demand is so larg^ 
that sales of wool exceed last year's. !.- 
:ii 1,700 pounds for the week, against 
948,900, and for the month thus far tie 
increase has been aliout 1,900,000, 
though in February the decrease was 21.3 
per cent. Cottons are generally st' adv. 
though good results have followed "a 
email advance in Lancaster gingham;, 
and further concessions iu brown goods 
are refused. But stocks of print cloths 
are th i largest in March since 188S, 

The volume of buMness represented by 
all clearings this week is ill .2 j>er ceiit 
less than a year ago. and at all liti s 
outside New York 21.4 per cent less, 
against 17.4 per cent last week. Rail- 
road earnings make a better comparison, 
falling but lU.fi jier cent below last ye ir's 
for the first week of March, against 111.7 
per cent in February, but the gain is in 
part because trunk lines have cut rat.'s 
and secured, for the first week in a Ion i 
time, a larger eastbound movement than 
was recorded a year ago. The we>t- 
Ixmnd movement is also larger in dry 
goods and groceries. 

Speculation in products is somewhat 
tamo, though pork and lard have de- 
clined sharply, while corn is held stead- 
ily, with receipts 40 per cent larger than 
a year ago. Wheat has been depress d 
by the department report that 11 4.000. - 
000 bushels remained in farm rs' hands 
March I. indicating very great errors m 
estimates of yield, or else a heavy de- 
crease in consumption. 

Cotton has declined a shade, and esti- 
mates of the ciou are about 7,500,000 
bales, in place of o",00<»,000 reported not 
long a-u'o. 

Failures for tho first week of March 
were few, with liabilities thus far re- 
I>orted of only *2,025,o.i8, of which $810,- 
2"*4 were of manufacturing and $1,101,- 
270 o: trading concerns. Owing to large 
deferred statements received too late for 
use last week, the aggregate of liabilities 
for February has been raised to $17,80').- 
070. The number of fai'ures this week 
is 204 in the United States, against I on 
last year, and 5G in Canada, against EM) 
last year. The absence of important 
embarrassments is still most encourag- 
ing.

BVCROi Ayres, March 17.— A dis- 
patch received from Rio Janeiro says 
that President Peixoto insists upon the 
surrender of Admiral Da (iama and the 
other rebel officers who have taken ref- 
uge on board Portuguese vessels. Tho 
president declares that they will be tried 
by the ordinary tribunals. The Portu- 
guese admiral has refused to give up the 
officers who have sought refuge on 
board the Portuguese ships; but he has 
promised to refer the matter to the Port- 
uguese government and to act in ac- 
cordance with the instructions which he 
may receive from Lisbon. 

The Portuguese steamer Cida de Porto 
attempted to leave Rio Janeiro with the 
insurgents on board, but she was stopped 
by Fort Santa Cruz, the officer in com- 
mand of that port threatening to fire up- 
on her if she did not pull back. 

A dispatch received from Rio Graude 
do Snl says that Admiral Mello is active- 
ly engaged in organizing land forces. It 
is reported that Mello has ordered the 
Aquidaban to attack some of the north- 
ern ports of Brazil. 

The rebel warship Republica is said to 
be repairing damages and recoaling at 
Paranagua. 

The tori)edo boats under tbe command 
of Admiral Mello are said to havo assem- 
bled at the entrance of Santos.

"General" *'ry'» "Army of I'm mplnyed" It 
No Army at All. 

Los Amiixks, March 17.- "General" 
Fry s army of unemployed, organized to 
march on to Washington, is a grotesque 
failure. The city council, board ot 
supt rvisors and o.ucers of the associated 
charities met yesterday morning and de- 
cided to relieve all meritorious cases ol 
destitution, but to|reccgnized noorganiza- 
tion of unemployed. Five hundred dol- 
lars was subscribed for immediate use. 
Work will l>e supplied on streets, and 
the vagrant iaw be enforci d. The au- 
thorities will disi>erse any army or lik< 
organization. 

The army, numbering about 300, on 
learning the result of the meeting, aban- 
doned its barracks and matched out ol 
the city, apparently beginning its great 
march. They had no organization and 
no leadership. Their leaders are said to 
have looted the treasury and left the 
main body without funds or rations. 
The large majority was without 
blankets. 

Before they reached Alhambra, five 
miles distant, many had dropped out and 
retreated to the railroads in hopes oi 
catching trains. Deputy sherilfs am" 
constables along the lino of march ham 
been notified, and will arrest mambafl 
of the dispersed army as fast as opi>or 
tunity offers. 

COLDSTORAG E WAREH OUSE BURNED 

Defective Electric Light Wiring CauMt a 
Heavy I.ok* of 1'roperty. 

OMASA, March 17.— Fire broke out 
yesterday afternoon in tho cold storage 
warehouse of Mullin & McClain at 
Eighth and Howard streets. The blaze 
was a nasty one to tight, but after work- 
ing aliout two leans, tho firemen had it 
out, apparently, and withdrew the ap- 
paratus. 

Yesterdav evening aliout 10 o'clock 
the fire broke out again fiercer than h - 
fore, and was soon Ijeyond control. Tin 
building was four stories high and cov- 
ered a space of 80 by 100 feet. It w;vs 
tilled with fruit and other perishable 
articles. The tire is charged to detective 
electric light wiring. The loss can not 
be stated exactly, but will amount to 
upwards of $100,000. One fireman was 
badly hurt by the overturning of the 
hose cart on which he was riding.

Ch.xhi.kshi.n, March 17. — Jerry Horl- 
beck was hanged in Berkley county jail 
yard yesterday, for tho murder of Bob 
Hazel, a constable, last spring. Karly 
in the morning tho prisoner attempted 
to commit suicide, and succeeded iu 
gashing his neck and wrist with a piece 
of tm, but he was discovered in time 
and was quickly revived and hanged. 
He died protesting that he had killed 
tbe constable in self-defense. 



Deal h of Two I'loneent. 

LorisviiXE, March 17. -Two of Louis- 
ville's pioneer dry goods merchant 
princes died at their homes in this city 
yesterday. They were John Allen Carter, 
president of tho Carter Dry Goods com- 
pany, and John M. Robinson, senior 
member of tho firm of J.M.Robinson. 
Norton i& Company. Both aro wealthy 
and their houses stand without a pan in 
the smith. Mr. Carter was 72 years old 
and Mr. Rol inson, 70. 

Nonunion Men Strike. 

Pittsbi'ko, March 17. - Tho nonunion 
men employed in the Clinton rolling 
mill on West Carson street have struck 
against a Hi paTOSBt reduction in their 
wages. The entire sheet department is 
closi-d down, and many of tho puddli n 
left tho mill yesterday afternoon refus- 
ing to work out the day. The mill has 
been running double turn since it was 
thrown open to nonunion men several 
montlis ago. 

Iloot and shoe MaiiufiMJturen Amlgn. 

Woiu kstkk, Mass., March 17. -The 
boot and shoe manufacturing firm of 
Isaac l'routy & Company of Spencer, 
one of the biggest concerns of its kind iu 
the country, made an assignment for tho 
benefit of its creditors yesterday. Its 
factory employs 2,000 hands. No state- 
ment can bo obtained of assets and lia 
bilities.

Manifesto Issued by the Irish 
National League. 



k REVOLUTION RECOMMENDED. 



The Only Meant hy Which Ireland Can 
Achieve the Kelt. .ration of Her KlghtN. 

Parliamentary Method* I i I as 

Futile -tiladstnne and Koseliery Declared 
To Be Traitor- »o the Irish t'aiine. 

New Yoi;k. March 17.- William Ly- 
man, treasurer of the Irish National 
League of America, has just issued on 
behalf of that organization a manifesto 
to the Irish nation at home and abroad. 
The address condemns parliamentary 
methods as futile, and advocates revolu- 
tion as the only means bv which Ireland 
can achieve the restoration of her rights. 

After declaring that the Irish cause has 
been betrayed by Gladstone and Rose- 
bery, tho address says: 

"Traitors have brought tho Irish cause 
almost to the verge of ruin. 

••The (piestion is, wno can save it? 

"Rhetoricians or revolutionists. 

"Rhetoric is u poor weapon in a strug- 
gle for liberty. 

"Take the" history of Ireland for a 
hundred years. What victories have the 
rhetoricians gained 1 None. 

"Free trade, that is the right of Ire- 
land to trade on her own account, and 
legislative independence were won not 
by the pen or by ttie tongue, but by tkc 
sword." 

The manifesto then gives a retrospect 
of the various parliamentary attempts 
made to secure self-government for Ire- 
land between 1703 and 1»70 and con- 
cludes as fol'ows: 

"The campaign is not yet ov<r. Tho 
struggle still goes on. A critical mo- 
ment has come. Let those who fight for 
the principle of Irish nationality close 
their ranks, and smite the English foM 
and Irish traitors hip and thigh. Once 
ugam Ireland has got to depend on the 
revolutionists. The revolutionists only 
can save her. We must have no more 
talk. We must have deeds. One blow 
struck at the enemy is worth a 
thousand ■paschal, Remember this, 
each and every one of you. and the end 
of the struggle must SOon come in a 
blaze of glory. Now for revolution and 
revolution only. Uod save Ireland.

MURDER AT A WEDDING.

Bkattyvii.i.k, Ky., March 17.— News 
has just arrived here of the killing of 
John Burns and Joseph Donerel by 
Grant Cecil, at the wedding of the lat- 
ter, at the home of Mi:-s Rhoda Mays, 
the bride, on Sturgeon creek, in the 
southwestern portion of this county, 
Thursday. Burns and Donerel were 
both young men, tho former aliout 19, 
and the latter 2"> years of age.

THE BALANCE OF TRADE. 
If nothing unusual occurs between now 
and June 30, the balance of trade in 
favor of the United States for the pres- 
ent fiscal year will be remarkably large, 
says the Cincinnati Tribune. Up to Jan- 
uary 81 the exports amounted, in round 
numbers, to $57:s,000,000. For the same 
time the imports amounted to $.'17 1,000,- 
000, the balance in favor of the United 
States being a trifle over $200,000,000. At 
this rate the balance for the entire year 
will approximate SViO.OOO.OOO. Our coun- 
try's exports have never exceeded these 
figures, except in 1872, when Europe was 
wofully short of breadstuff's. 



WHAT THE BRITISH BUY OF V8. 

During the fiscal year of 188M the 
American exports of bacon amounted to 
392,000,000 pounds, of which Great Brit- 
ain took 335,000,000 pounds ; ham, 82,- 
000,000 pounds, and Great Britain took 
(iit.000,000 pounds : salt pork, 53,000,000 
pounds, Great Britain took 12,000,000, 
and British North America 8,000,000 
pOQndl. The lard exports for the same 
period amounted to 3ti(i,000,000 pounds, 
of which (ireat Britain took 138,000,000 
pounds. Fresh beef exported during the 
last fiscal year amounted to 20<>,000,000 
pounds, of which Greet Britain took 205,- 
000,000 pounds, almost all of it. Salt beef 
exports were 58,000,000, all of which were 
taken by Great Britain. The canned beef 
exported amounted to 79,000,000 pounds, 
and Great Britain bought it all - 

It strikes me that one of the wisest 
things "Uncle Sam" could do would be 
to cultivate the closest and friendliest 
commercial relations with a country that 
takes such a vast amount of our exports. 
Tiie Republican policy, however, has had 
a tendency to drive all this trade away 
from us.

THE NEW LAW 



Regulating the Property Relations ot 
Husband and Wife. 



The Governor Approved it Thursday. 
Changes in the Statute of 
1891 2-3 in Full. 



The following shows the changes made 
by the new statute in the law relating to 
the property rights of married women. 
Except as indicated below article 3 of 
chapter 205 of the acts of 1891-2-3 remains 
substantially the same : 

32. Marriage shall give to the husband, dur- 
ing the life of the wife, no estate or Interest In 
the wife's property, real or personal, owned at 
the time or acquired after the marriage. During 
the existence of the marriage relation the wife 
shall hold and own all her estate to her separate 
and exclusive use and free from the debts, liabil- 
ities or control of her husband. No part of a mar 
ried woman's estate shall be subjected to the pay- 
ment or satisfaction of any liability, upon a con- 
tract made after marriage, to answer for the debt, 
default or misdoing of another, Including her 
husband, unless such estate shall have been set 
apart for that purpose by deed of mortgage or 
conveyance; but her estate shall \>e liable for 
her debts and responsibilities contracted or in 
curred before marriage, and for ruch contracted 
after marriage, except as In this act provided. 

33. A married woman may take, acquire and 
hold property, real and personal, by gift, devise 
or descent, or by purchase, and she may, In her 
own name, as If she were unmarried, sell and 
dispose of her personal property. She may make 
contracts and sue and be sued as a single woman, 
except that she may not make any executory 
contract to sell or convey or mortgage her real 
estate, unless her husband join in such con- 
tract ; but she shall have the power and right to 
rent out her real estate and collect, receive and 
recover in her own name the rents thereof, and 
make contracts for the Improvement thereof. A 
gift, transfer or assignment of personal property 
between husband and wife to be good as to third 
persons, must be recorded as chattel mortgages 
arc required to be recorded. 

34. Husband and wife may sell and convey her 
lands or chattels real, but the conveyance must 
be acknowledged and recorded In the manner 
required by the chapter on conveyances. 

30. The husband shall not be liable for any 
debtor responsibility of the wife contracted or 
Incurred before or after marriage, except to the 
amount or value of the property he may receive 
from or by virtue of marriage, but shall be liable 
for necessaries furnished to her after marriage. 

38. After the death of cither the husband or 
wife the survivor shall have an estate for his or 
her life in one-third of nil real estate owned by 
the deceased, or held by any one to his or her 
use during coverture, and an absolute estate in 
one-half of all the surplus personalty left by 
bucIi decedent. 

53. A married woman, If she be of sound mind 
and twenty-one years of age, may dispose of her 
estate by last will and testament, subject to the 
provisions of this act. 

54. The provisions of this chapter relating to 
the wife's dower or Interest In the husband's 
estate shull apply as near as may be to the hus- 
band's Interest in the wife's estate. 

55. All laws or parts of laws In conflict with 
the provisions of this act are repealed. 

The new law omits, and thus repeals, 
section 56 of the Husband and Wife act in 
the acts of 1891-2-3, which relates to stock 
in any bank or other corporation 
held by a married woman, where 
it is expressed on the face of the 
certificate or stock transfer book that the 
stock is for the use of such female. 

The new statute likewise omits and 
repeals section 57 of the old law which 
provides that separate estates and trust 
estates may be sold and conveyed in the 
same manner as if such estates had been 
conveyed or devised absolutely. 

The sections of the old statutes which 
authorize a married woman to bring a 
suit and obtain a judgment empowering 
her to tiade as a feme sole are, of course, 
omitted. 

The new statute becomes a law ninety 
days after March 13th, having been ap- 
proved by the Governor Thursday.
